M’KINLEY’S PLEDGE AND 
RECORD AS TO TRUSTS. 


With his oath of office still fresh upon his lips, President McKinley in his 
inaugural address.made this solemn pledge to the American people: 

“The declaration of the party now restored to power has been in the past 
that of ‘opposition to all combinations of capita! organized in trusts, or other- 
wise, to control arbitrarily the condition of trade among our citizens,’ and it has 
supported such legislation as wiil prevent the execution of all schemes to op- 
press the people by undue charges on their supplies, or by unjust rates for the 
transportation of their products to market.’ 

“This purpose will be steadily pursued, both by the enforcement of the laws 
now in existence and the recommendation and support of such newéstatutes as 
may necessary to carry it into effect.’’ 

‘Since then Congress has held one extra and three regular sessions, each of 
several months’ duration, with no “recommendation” from Mr. McKinley as to 
the need of statutes to make effective the promises of his party’s platform and 
of his own inaugural. On the contrary, the President selected an attorney- 
general from the trust-creating state of New Jersey and has permitted, with- 
out let or hindrance, the organization of trusts and combinations until they num- 
ber more than 700, 650 of them being incorporated. More trusts have been or- 
ganized since March 4, 1897, than had been formed in all the years previous

The Standard Oil Bank 

Favored Through Its Pull. 

Amongst the most unsavory of the scan- 
dals of the McKinley administration is that 
the National City Bank of New York 
City. This bank, dominated -by the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust, was enabled, through Sec- 
retary Gage and a potent political pull, to 
invade the United States treasury. This 
scandal furnished the Democratic party 
with much campaign material and threat- 
ened for a time to disrupt the Repwblican 
party. 

The National City Bank was selected by 
Secretary Gage, with the full approval of 
President McKinley, as the distributing 
for all the internal revenue funds 
government during the financial 
crisis of last December. By this favorit- 
ism it is estimated that in a few months 
the bank cleared about $2,500,000. 

The cause of the favaritism shown the 
National City Bank by the administration 
was shown in a letter from the bank's vice- 
president, A. P. Hepburn, to Secretary 
Uage that closed thus: 

““Of course the bank is

It was developed during the investigation 


that beef that had been canned and shipped 
to Kturope several years before the Spanish 
war began was shipped back-to this coun- 
try, reiabeled and sold to the war depart- 
ment for the army. Chemically prepared 
beef and meats: from which the substance 
had been extracted were dished up to the 
soldiers in Cuba and Porto Rico. 

Thousands of pounds of rotten beef were 
thrown overboard by officers in command 
of transports, but the trust lost nothing. 
‘he officers were repr:manded and the beef 
concerns were paid for the meat. 

The scandal in connection with the AMer- 
ican exhibits at the Paris Exposition is the 
result of recent disclosures, For the use 
of Ferdinand W.. Peck, commissioner-gen- 
eral, $1,448,786 was appropriated. The law 
creating the commission required that a 
detailed report be made of all expenditures. 
The report when submitted gave details of 
about $400,000 disbursements, The remain- 
der, nearly $800,000, Is yet to be specifically 
accounted for. 

What Has McKinley 
Done With $50,000,000P 

The conservative public has been as- 
tounded by the way in which the $50,000,000 
emergency fund placed by Congress in the 
hands of the-President has disappeared 
without an accounting. The President gave 
a solemn pledge that he would account for 
every dollar of this fund. He has done so 
in the lump, but with a remarkable evasion 
of detail. 

Each of the interested departments pre- 
sented a makeshift report indicating in bulk 
what general disposition was made of its 
share, but there has never been the detailed 
siuiermnent that was expected. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas, chairman of 
the Democratic national committee, recent- 
ly called attention to this scandal. He said 
that for two years he had been waiting to 
see a satisfactory report, indicating how 
the $50,000,000 fund was spent, and as yet 
none has been made, 

The favoritism shown the sons of distin- 
zuished public men in army appointments 
has caused a scandal of no mean preten- 
sions. The selection of officers for the vol- 
unteer army during the Spanish-American 
war was based largely on parentage and not 
merit. The son of a prominent Statesman 
or public official could obtain a commission 
without regard to experience or qualifica- 
tions. In this way the troops were in many 
instances placed under the leadership of 
most incompetent officers. 

It finally became practically impossible 
for a commission to be secured unless the 
applicant's father, grandfather or some oth- 
er near re’ ive was of national reputation 
and commanding influence. 

“Sons of Somebodies” became the officers, 
while men of practical experience and mili- 
tary training were compelled to forego sery- 
ice or enlist as privates.

in regulation of prices. 

The two indenendent companies, the Ar- 
buckles of Brooklyn and McCahan of Phil- 
adelphia, while declining to join the new 
company. have agreed to prices. Within 
a week three raises have been made in su- 
gar, each of 10 cents a hundred. The last 
raise was announced vesterday, and the 
previous raise on Tuesday. All companies 
agreed to the terms 

Thus, after months of cutting of prices 
and of -lividends and a loss of $15,000,000 
to the trust and its rivais, the fighting is 
at an end. Consumers may as well settle 
down to the old-fashioned system of ex- 
tortion. It ‘s openly stated that the only 
reason why all the companies were not ab- 
sorbed under one head is the fact that the 
approaching Presidential campaign causes 
the fear that such action would injure the 
prospects of McKinley. 

A meeting at Jersey City was attended 
by representatives of B. H. Howell, Son 
& Co.; the Méllenhauer Sugar Refining Co. 
of Brooklyn; the Nationa! Sugar Refining 
Co, of Yonkers, and the New York Sugar 
Refining Co, of Williamsburg, otherwise 
known as the Doschers. Howell, Son & 
Co. are distributors 

After the meeting it wes announced that 
the three sugar refining companies had 
been combined into a concern to be known 
as the National Sugar Refining Co. of New 
Jersey. The company will issue $10,000,000 
of preferred stock. The president, is James 
H. Post, a partner of the Howells. Other 
directors are Fred H. Howell, Claus Dosch- 
er, F. Molienhauer, George R. Bunker 
and Herbert D. Cory. 

Mr. Post, who has been known as ,the 
mouthpiece of the Sugar Trust on Wail 
street, said after the meeting: 

“This combination does not 
mean the end of the sugar war. 
tion will henceforth be better 
We held up our end before and are in 
better shape to do it now. ‘Several mil- 
lions of absolutely new capital have been 
introduced into the new company. We have 
mot decided as to the amount of common 
stock to be Issued, but preferred stock: will 
be issued In exchange for the properties ac- 
quired.”* 

Mr. Post sald that the company would re- 
turn to what :s known as the factors’ plan, 
that is, to make wholesale grocers distrib- 
uters of sugar. 

There ‘s much significance in this state- 
ment. This system of distribution existed 
before the war began. The Arbuckles de- 
stroyed it when they began to cut prices. 
It is a system which cannot exist in active 
competition. 

The Arbuckles have a plant with a ca- 
pacity of 5500 barrels a day. Some time 
ago they threatened to increase this to 5000 
barrels a day. They have now agreed to 
make no increase of capacity in considera- 
tion of the agreement of the trust. 

The new company will have a capacity 
of 10,000 barrels a day. The present ca- 
pacity of the trust is 40.000 barrels daily. 
The announcement of the new combine 
was made late vesterdoy afternoon. Sugar 
closed at 118% vesterday, an increase of 1% 
points during the day, and from 16 within 
two weeks. 

It is believed that the war has cost the 
trust $10,000,000 in depleted dividends. On 
the same basis the losses to the Arbuckles 
has been $4,200,000. 


PECULIAR ERROR IN A WILL. 


No Witnesses to the Codicil and So 

the Original Has to Stand. 
RUSHVILLLB, IND., June 10.—The late 
Zachariah Small of Carthage, an old bache- 
lor who left an estate of between $30,000 
and $40,000, made a pecullar error in his 
will, which was probated in the Circuit 
Court a few days ago. 
When writing his will, he concluded to 
give his nieces, Jane and Delilah Small, 
children of Abijah Small, 8% acres of land 
jointly. Afterward he decided to annul 
this bequest, and wrote a codicil giving the 
nieces $200 each instead of the land. The 
codicil was duly signed by the testator, but 
not witnessed by anyone, and when the 
will was offered for probate the codicil was 
rejected. This gives the nieces about $2,500, 
whereas they would have received but $200 
if their uncle’s wishes had been carried into 
effect.

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A “CONGRESSIONAL” FAMILY 


Two Brothers Nominated in North 
Carolina in Congress—The Last 
‘Negro Congressman. 


RALEIGH, N. C., June 9.—It is a rare 
thing to see two brothers in Congress at the 
same time from the same state, whose fath- 
er preceded them in the same body. And 
yet that will be the result of the nomina- 
tion of Claude Kitchen, whom the Demo- 
ecrats of the Second District of North Caro- 
lina on last Saturday named as their candi- 
date for Congress. 

The new nominee, who tis but 3 years of 
age, is a brother of Congressman W. W. 
Kitchen of the Fifth District of this state, 
now serving his second term, and who will 
unquestionably be re-elected to another 
term this year. 

The father of these two young men, the 
Hon. W. H. Kitchen, a few years ago rep- 
resented the same district (Second) his 
younger son has now been called upon to 
represent. Hs is now living In another dis- 
trict, however, and had he not temporarily 
abandoned the Democratic party two or 
three yeas ago, in choosing the Populist il- 
lusion, he would stand a good chance of 
going back to Congess himeelf, being well 
back in the Democratic party now. 

The Second District is the one which, off 
and on, has been sending the “‘only negro 
Congressman” to Washington for the last 
2 years, the present Representative being 
a mulatto named White. The elder Kitch- 
en, State Chairman Simmons, and another 
Democrat or two have managed to —_ 
in from that district occasionally through 
Republican dissensions — when two negro 
nominees would be nominated by the op- 
posing factions. 

The December session of the present Con- 
gress will probably witness the last negro 
member of that body, unless some Northern 
or Western state elects one. For many 
years there has been but one colored man 
in the House. Sometimes it was Small or 
Miller from South Carolina and then 
Cheatham or White from North Carolina. 
It was seldom that a negro has appeared 
in the House from both states im the sate 
Congress, during the Iast 10 or 12 years, 
at least, Several years ago the South Caro- 
lina district which had been electing a ne- 
go ‘‘went out of business,”’ so far as the 
black man was concerned and now the Sec- 
omd North Carolina District Is to follow 
suit. 

The adoption of the pending suffrage 
amendment to the state constitution, to be 


voted on in August, will render the elec- 
tion of a negro to Congress impossible in 
this state thereafter, and this result will 
be due to nothing more largely than to the 
inflammatory race utterances of the pres- 
ent negro Congressman, George White, on 
the stump in recent campaigns in this state, 
especially during the last campaign. This 


Contract for Government Stamped En- 
velopes Goes to Centralia, Ill. 
CENTRALIA, IL, June 9.—The manufac- 
ture of envelopes is a new Illinois indus- 
try being develgped at this place. The one 
factory here was started about two years 
ago and the results are of the most satis- 
factory character, the output being at the 

rate of 2,500,000 envelopes a day. 

On the occasion of the factory becoming 
bidders for the manufacture of all the en- 
velopes used by the United States postal 
service, the government sent an inapector 
here to look over the plant and report as 
to the capacity thereof and the ability of 
the bidder to fulfill his contract. The in- 
spector spent a day here and made a report 
the result of which was the contract was 
given to the Centralia factory, the bid of 
which was seevral thousand ddllars lower 
than that of the Hartford (Conn.) firm 
which had been making these envelopes for 
the jast 25 years. The contract calls ,for 
92,000,000 envelopes and amounts to $97,410.9%, 

There are said to be but three envelope 
factories making a general line of envelopes 
west of the Allegheny Mountains. One of 
these is located at Milwaukee, another at 
an Ohio town and the other here. It is 
claimed that within a little over a year of 
operation the output has reached one-tenth 
of the entire production of the United 
States. 

The factory is located over _a coal mine, 
so that fuel is at its door. The mill now 
employs about 260 hands, most of whom are 
girls, working by the piece or quant-ty. The 
factory is now running 21 hours out of &. 
All of the paper boxes used in packing the 
product are made here, this department 
alone employing 35 hands. The wooden 
packing cases are also manufactured from 
rough lumber hauled here by the carload 
from Arkansas and Missouri. 

The product of this factory is largely dis- 
posed of ‘n Chicago, where the main offices 
are located. The projectors of the plant 


are Chicago men, aided by local capital.

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TO DIMINISH THE NUMBER OF DIVORCES. 


There are cases of divorce in which the husband thinks he 
has tired of his wife, although they have lived together in 
peace for years. The wife may not know how to prove her 
value and break down this determination to get rid of her. 
Dr. Jennie Lozier has pointed out a way. It is the showing 
what a woman is worth to a man from the financial stand- 
point. 

Dr. Lozier points to the case of a New Jersey wife whose 
husband had told her to go home to her father after a dis- 
agreement. fhe presented a bill for services rendered: As 
cook, at $4 a week; as housemaid and waitress, at $3 a week; 
as seamstress at $3 and as overseeing housekeeper at $5 a 
week for the 1940 weeks of her married life, brought her bill 
up to $18,720. The husband, being a practical man, relented 
and told her she might stay. Dr. Lozier finds the average 
womun’'s services at home are worth $1500 a year.

And publicity has won. The trust has suddenly cut down 
the price of ice from 60 cents to 40 cents a hundred pounds. 
This will enable thousands of poor families to get ice during 
the heat of summer. It wiN save many lives. It means the 
disgorging of profits that amounted to robbery. It means 
the defeat of a monopoly that believed itself impregnable. 

This is practically the first great victory won by the people 
over the trusts. It is of significance to every man, woman 
and child in the land. It may be the beginning of the end 
of trust robbery. 


One of the current oddities is the tremendous rejoicing of 
Republican organs over the reduced Republica» pluralities 
in Oregon. In 1898 the party of great moral ideas carried the 
state by a plurality of 10,500. Last Tuesday the pluralities 
ranged from £000 to 8000. If there is any good reason for Re- 
publican rejctcing in these figures it is not apparent.

Rating Table Fixed 


to Show Influence. 

Everybody in Washington knows what 
“influence” is, and almost everybody knows 
that some “influence” is better than an- 
other “‘influence.”’ But 
it remained for an 
executive department 
to reduce “influence 
to an exact science 
and put together a 
percentage table stat- 
ing the relative vaiue 
ar the “su” 
prominent men. 
The temporary em- 
ployes of the war de- 
partment are nearly 
all proteges of promi- 
nent men, and con- 
gressmen were con- 
stantly importuning 
the department for 
romotions for their 
avorites. A. circular 
was issued by the de- 
partment some time ago stating that the 
temporary employes would have to stand 
or fall by their efficiency records and that 
outside influence would have no effect in 
securing promotions or preventing dismiss- 
Is 
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This order had but little effect, however, 
and the secretary of war's office was con- 
stantly crowded with members of Congress 
looking for the best of it for their con- 
stituents. 

Another order just issued sets forth that 
if any ‘“‘influence’’ of any character is 
brought to bear to gain promotions for 
those on the temporary rolls it will count 
against their efficiency record, and it was 
this order that led to the preparation of 
the ‘influence’ table. 

The table is kept strictly secret, but the 
experience of several clerks has disclosed 
that members of the House are rated at 
10 per cent and senators at 15 per_ cent, 
which means that if a member of the Houée 
ealls to urge a promotion for a certain 
clerk 10 per cent is taken off that clerk’s 
efficiency record and if a senator calls to 
plead the clerk’s cause 15 per cent goes off.

THE LAW AND THE POSSE. 


| An Ex-Attorney Gives His Conclusions 


From the Legal Point of View. 
| To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I submit the following maxims of the law, 
deduced by the legal reasoning, which 
Bishop, a leading philosapher and legal 
writer. has ably defined as being funda- 
mental in originating a science of law, as

'sumed by laymen and many attorneys that

‘precedents and authority must guide a 
court in arriving at a legal conclusion, but 


‘leaving this statement for others to argue, 
I shall briefly state the maxims I have de- 
duced: 

First, the sheriff does not create the posse 
comitatus, that is, the power of the county. 
It already and always exists, but the sher- 
iff is permitted to summon It to his assist- 
ance in certain existing emergencies, as al- 
ready enumerated in Sunday's Post-Dis 
patch. 

Secondly, every male citizen of voting age 
is a member of the posse comitatus. He 
may arrest and step any Fiot or_ prevent 
the commission of any felony, etc. N ate the 
cases—Pond vs. People, 8 Mich..

Thirdly, every citizen can demand of the 
sheriff to inform said citizen where a riot 
exists, that the latter may proceed at once 
to such a place and aid in suppressing the 
Fiot. 

Fourth, a sheriff must specify in a sum- 
mons that a riot Is in existence, since the 
summons does not create the power of the 
cauntyv, but merely gives notice to the pow- 
er of the county that a riot exists. 

Fifth, a summons to a member of the 
posse comitatus which does not specify 
when and where a riot exists is void. 

Sixth, that the sheriff eshall command 
members af the posse comitatis to aid him 
in suppressing riots simply means that he 
may place them under his command to 
more effectually quell such riot, but if they 
be already engaged in quelling such riots 
they need not place themselves under the 
sheriff's command. 

Seventh, a member of the posse comitatis 
is not entitled to any remuneration for his 
aid in suppressing riots, since it is his a@uty 
to do s@ asa ditlnen. 

sheriff cannot forcibly ,im- 
press members of the posse comitati# to 
drill, perform labor and other duties pre- 
paratory to a possible riot, since the power 
to define the duties of citizens is not vested 
in the sheriff,.but in the Legislature of the 
State, etc. 

Ninth, finally all common law principles 
are subject to the restrictions of the United 
States Constitution. Article 13 of the 
amendments says: ‘Neither slavery nor in- 
voluntary servitude, except as a punish- 
ment for crime, whereof the rty shall 
have been duly convicted, shall exist with- 
in the United States, 
to their ju on.

James M. Seibert, the new chairman of 
the Democratic state committee, is regarded 
as one of the most astute politicians the 
state has ever produced. 

He has been a politician all his life, and 
as the test of the pudding its in the eating, 
so his palitical ability may be fairly rated 
by his success in political contests. He has 
held the office of state auditor through 
three terms of four years each, was state 
treasurer one term, making sixteen years of 
continuous service in state offices. He was 
collector of Cape Girardeau Caunty for six 
years before he began his state officehoid- 
ing career, and before he was collector“he 
was cheriff for four years. Thus the total 
length of his service as an officeholder is 
26 years. These offices were all elective, re- 
quiring political ability in the getting of 
them. 

Mr. Seibert has for many years past as- 
sisted the chairman of the state committee 
during campaigns, and his advice and 
knowledge of the political conditions of the 
State partly account for the showing made 
by the Democracy in the face of many dis- 
acdivantages.

Where a team 
looks like a winner the local papers and 
the fans are very likely to grow too elated 
and make it unpleasant for the players of 
all visiting teams. Then the members of 
the home team are often apt to tell what 
they are going to do, until the teams who 
have no show for honors are very apt to 
Sympathize with the next team in sight, 
Which may have won before and is cute 
enough to keep quiet. There is not a club 
In the League that can win the pennant 
with the other teams rooting against it. 


Baltimore found that out In 1897, when near- 
ly every club was rooting for Boston, and,

During the first 10 years 
Chicago pulled off two championships for 
the West. During the next 10 years the 
West and East broke even, Chicago taking 
four and Detroit one, showing that Chicago 
was about the cnly city in the West ta hold 
the East in baseball, and most of this suc- 
cess must be credited to Capt. Anson, who 
was a valuable memter of every champ:on 
Chicago team, and managed five of them. 
Cleveuand, under Capt. Tebeau, has made 
the best showing of the Western teams 
since the Players’ League war, while Cin- 
cinnati has led to the three-quarter pole 
several times. 

“This season Pittsburg has a team that 
might be called dangerous. With McGraw 
in St. Louis that team must be counted in 
the running, while the clever management 
of Ts Loftus has put the Chicago team in 
4 gocd position to bother the leaders. When 
Philadeiphia and Broaklyn were alowed to 
return East in the lead, it meant a hard 
uphifl fight ‘for the West, as both teams 
are working for ail in sight and are not 
likely to take much of a slump on their 
home grounds with the rooters heiping 
things along.

A local sporting man received word from 
San Francisco of an interesting scrap in 
the streets there in which a number oi 
prominent sporting men figured.

Peking, the capital of the empire, and Tien-Tsin, are within those provinces and are the cen- 
ters of the influence of foreign nations incoming is opposed by the Boxers. 

The Pei-ho, on which foreign men-of-war May soon be operating either against China or each 
other, is 300 miles in length and empties into the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li, upon which frown the 
great Russian fortifications of Port Arthur. ‘rae ports occupied already by England. GeTmany and 
France are farther south on the eastern border Of China and do not have that favorable proximity 
to the harbor of Tien-Tsin that Port Arthur does. The province of Shan-Tung, whose northern line 
is washed by the waiters of Pe-Chi-Li, has a popu lation of 36,000,000, and that of Chi-Li, in wuhich 
is Peking, 4 population of 35,000,000. The two provinces stand for practically the entire population 
of the United States. Taku is at the mouth of the Pel-ho, on Tien-Tsin is 40 
miles north on the Pei-ho, and the junction of the Grand canal Pekin ie about 100 
miles from Taku.

Russia has something like twenty millions of men capable of bearing arms. 
She can send a million soldiers along the line of the siberian Raliway—2000 miles 
from the gcuns of British warships. She can concentrate troops and warships in 
Port Arthur and Tallen-Wan, within close striking distance of Pekin and Tien- 
Tsin. Unless the rest of the world intervenes she can seize India or China and 
soon be in a position to menace all Europe. 

The peace treaty between China and Japan opened many Chinese ports. As 
foreigners pressed into the interior the Chinese grew more and more hostile. Mis- 
sionary blood was shed. The German Emperor seized Kiao Chau and Great 
Britain took Wel-Hai-Wel, close to the Russian bases at Port Arthur and Talien- 
Wan. 

The direct route to Pekin and Tien-Tsin Nes through the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li, 
past the Taku forts and up the Peli-ho-river. Russia holds one side of this gulf; 
Great Britain ard Germany the other side. 

Japan nas never forgiven Russia for taking away from her the Manchurian 
territory, ceded by China. The Japanese government has aimost bankrupted ik- 
self in the effort to build ea navy strong enough to resist Russia.

GEN. BO DECLINES TO SUR-

BATTLE AT LAING’S’ NEK. 


Report of the Interview Under a Flag

LONDON, June 9.—Gen. Christian Botha 
has finally refused to surrender uncondl- 
tionally to Buller, and an artillery duel is 
now proceeding at Laing’s Nek. This in- 
formation comes tonight from the British 
camp et Ingogo. 


BULLER AND BOTHA. 


It Was the Boer Who Asked for an 
Armstice. 

LONDON, June 9.—It was Gen. Christian 
Botha who asked for an armistice of three 
daye between the opposing forces at Laing’s 
Nek. Buller and Botha met under a flag 
of truce. The jatter asked for an arm:'s- 
dice. Buller told him that he must surren- 
der or fight, and pointed out that the Boers 
were surrounded and referred to the use- 
lessness of shedding unnecessary blood. 

“What do you want ue to do?’ asked 
Gen. Botha, seechingly. 

“Return to your farms, leave your big 
guns and await Lord Roberts’ decision,’ 
replied Gen. Buller. 

The federal commandant said he would 
refer the question to the burghers. Gen, 
Buller then acceded to his (Gen. Botha’s) 
appeal for an armistice until daybreak 
June

There is a vacant garter in the Queen’s 
hands at present, to which ‘“‘Bobs”’ is gen- 
erally deemed to be entitied, despite Palmer- 
ston’s motto that the great advantage of 
selecting knights of the garter was that 
“There is no — question af merit in- 
volved.’”’ 

Roberts will also get an earldom and 
probably a reward cf £250,000, about $1,- 
250,000. 

Gen. French will be given the grand 
cross of the bath and be promoted to full 
general. 

Ian Hamilton and Archibald Hunter 
Tucker will get the grand cross of St. 
Michael and St. George, colonial order, to- 
gether with promotion to lieutenant-gen- 
eralship.

LONDON, June 9.—The capture of the 
Thirteenth Battalion of the Imperial Yeo- 
manry by Commandant de Wet at Lindley 
has caused intense anxiety to numerous tl- 
tled and wealthy families. The two Irish 
companies of the battalion included the 
sons of the lord chancellor of Irelangp the 
Irish master of the rolls and Lord Justice 
Holmes, who were troopers, the sons of the 
two last named being killed. The Earl of 
Longford, considered one of the handsomest 
members of the House of Lords, married 
only a week before his departure, was 
wounded and one Irish baronet was killed. 

The remainder of the Irish companies 
consisted exclusively af sons of landlords 
and of officlals—the Dublin aristocracy, in 
fact. 

The two English companies included two 
young members of Parliament, both Radi- 
cals, and opposed to the war, but who, 
nevertheless, considered it their duty to 
fight when the government appealed for 
valunteers, 

The sons of several millionaires and many 
young fellows of substantial fortune were 
among the captured troopers, including 
Lord Abinger, whose mother is the daugh- 
ter of the late Commodore Magruder, Nor- 
man Lubback, second son of the recently 
ennobled Lord Avebury, Richard Bonsor, 
son of the head of the Indian brewers’ ring: 
G. Gathorne Handy, son of Earl Cranbrook: 
l. A. Ford, who twice stroked the victorious 
Oxford crew; C. A. Allan, san of one of the 
proprietors of the Allan Transatlantic Line, 
and many others of the same class. These 
all belonged to the corps entitled the ‘“‘Duke 
of Cambridege’s Own.”

If you do not need your heavy baggage 
at once the best way when you &alrrime in 
Paris is to take a cab (if you are not mhre 
than two or three people—one of the rah 
way omnibuses if there is a large party) 
and drive to your hotel. The unloading of 
baggage, the sorting of it over the deliv- 
ery counters and the inspection may con- 
sume two hours. Therefore if you are in 
a hurry to get your first glimpse of Paris 
it is better not to wait for your trunks 
now. 

Later you may call and get your baggage 
inspected in another room, where all] trunks 
left over are stored. You will then go 
through the ordeal much more comfortably. 
When you call] to release your things be 
sure to bring your tickets. (Brass checks 
are unknown on this side.) Show them to 
any railroad employe and say: “Je desire 
retirer ces bagages.’’ A porter will accom- 
pany you to the proper place, help you 
through the examiration and load every- 
thing on the cab. 

Baggage in this country travels with the 
owner on the same carriage and not by 
separate express wagons. The cab charges 
are 30 cents for one or two passengers and 
5 cents per trunk or valise—plus, naturally, 
the inevitable tip. 

Though the custom officers of France will 
accept a franc to drink your health, they 
are not bribable. No amount of money will 
induce them to pass dutiable goods; you 
will get in trouble if you propose any such 
transaction. 

If you say with a happy glow that shows 
appreciation for his beloved country and 
your joy of being !n France at last: 

“Je viens pour visiter l’Exposition; je 
n'ai rien a declarer.

OUGA’S two weeks in Paris closed 
S wih a fanfare of trumpets, a storm 
of “Bravos!” a fluttering of lace 
handkerchiefs and a chorus, as wile as 
Paris, of “a bientot,” which, deing freely 
translated, signifies, “Hope to see you and 
your band again very soon!"’ 

He has gone like any conquering hero 
to win plaudits nm Brussels and play for 
the Kaiser in Bertin. The Stars and Stripes 
in melody and crash of instruments accom- 
gany him all over Europe, and Paris is 
whistling his marches, congratulating itself 
that he will return to enliven America’s 
day on July 4 and France's day on Juty 14. 

Never did a musician make a swifter 
popular succeas. Sousa appeals to the 
very genius of Par's His band and his 
campositions are enough to capture the en- 
thusiasm of the French, but these are not 
ell py any means. The man himself, his 
dashing air, his handsome, soidierly face, 

is Jaunty mannerisms, his Spanish eyes, 
his thoroughly Latin magnetism—these, 
united with all the witchery of his match- 
less popular music and the precision of his 
trained musicians, have taken the Expwsi- 
tion multitude by storm. 

Paris, to be sure, has its Garde Repub- 
Hecaine Band, which disputes with Lieut. 
Dan Godfrey’s Caldstream Guards ‘Band 
the military musical supremacy of Europe, 
but the Garde Republicaine musicians have 
no Sousa to flourish the baton over them 
end captivate the ladies with his black 
ey es. 

When he conducted his first open-air con- 
cert In the Klosk of the Esplanade des In- 
valides an American might easily have 
fancied himself at Marvhattan Beach. And 
never at Manhattan Beach or anywhere in 
America did Sousa have a bigger or a more 
flattering audience. 

Composer and players were at their best. 
“The Washington Post,” “King Cotton’ 
and “The Stars and ©tripes Forever’ went 
with a snap that lifted the hearers off 
their feet. Each one had to be repeated 
twice before the audience yielded its privi- 
lege applause, and John Philip Sousa was 
obliged to bow again and again, his beam- 
ing features testifying to the delight which 
this tribute brought him. 

He never looked so well or so happy. 
The enthusiasm of the French reached a 
warm place in his heart. It wakened all 
the responsiveness of ‘his Latin nature. For 
while he owes all his buccess to America 
Sousa does not forget that his blood is 
Epanish, and his ractal kinship with the 
Parisians keys him up to the highest pitch 
of musical fervor. 

Of all bis irresistible marches the French 
are inost taken with “The Stars and Stripes 
Forever.” It is fashionable to hum or 
whistle the melody. As played by Sousa’s 
band it was cheered as wildly as the most 
patriotic American could desire in his own 
land. 

Not the French alone, but all nationalities 
here gathered are learning the most popu- 
lar airs of the United States. One sees 
Russians, Turks, Greeks, Japs, Hindoos 
and all manner of outlandish visitors ap- 
plauding the vivacious strains of Sousa’s 
band, and hears them reproducing catches 
af Sousa’s melodies. 

At the close of each concert many of the 
ladies of the audience made a rush for the 
stand to shake hands with the guallant 
leader and compliment him on his success. 
Most of. the congratulations were in Amer- 
ican accents, but there were also comp!li- 
ments fram pretty French lips. 

Western women pressed forward to a,¢- 
sure Sousa that although they had never 
had an opportunity of secing him in their 
own land they would carry home with 
them the memory of his music as the 
brightest feature of their travels. 

On the day the Spanish pavilion was 
opened Sousa complimented the land of his 

nativity by playing Spanish airs. The com- 
pliment was greatly appreciated, and na in- 
cident could have been more hajpily timed 
to assuage the lingering feeling of hostility 
on the part of Spanish toward American 
visitors to the Exposition. 

Sousa is reserving a brand new march 
for the Fourth of July, when the statue 
of Lafayette will be unveiled. It is 
called ‘‘The Spirit of Liberty,.”’ and the 
composer says that. he has tried ‘to sug- 
gest in the musile the temperaments of the 
French and American people, welding them 
together in the finale.

Bryan will go to Texas after Mrs. Bryan 
and will then begin his campaign. 

The plan of campaign will Ds outlined at 
Kansas City. Mr. Bryan will not attend 
the convention, but after his nomination 
the understarding is that he will imme- 
diately leave Lincoln on a special train 
and that the convention will take an a:l- 
journment until he can arrive. Then he will 
deliver his speech of acceptance, and later 
will be in consultation with the leaders of 
fusion forces from all parts of the cvun- 
try.

Thus the Hartford comes in with enough 
competent men, developed in but a few 
months, to furnish a full ship’s company for 
anything less than a battleship. 

It is evident that the department intends 
to give these rnen particular ettention. It 
is making an endeavor, by offering pleas- 
ant crulses and chances for advancement, 
to popularize the service. Special orders

Miss Mamie Cullen of 1401 North Ninth 
street, St. Louis, are both In the United 
Siates navy. John, the elder, is on the 
training ship Hartford, Admiral Farragut's 
famous flagship, which recently finished a 
voyage of more than 17,000 knots between 
San Francisco and Hampton Roads, Va., 
and Peter is on the United States steamship 
Vixen in Porto Rico. 

Peter expects to return home “in time to 
see the ruins of the St. Louis World's 
Fair.” John, who belongs to Commander 
Hawley’s now celebrated band of inland 
marines, will also remain in the navy. he 
has written a letter to his sister, in which 
he describes his experience in “crossing the 
line.’’ He also sent her his certificate, is- 
sued by the great Neptune, proving to the 
world that he has been initiated. Follow- 
ing is his letter: 


BY JOHN J> CULLEN. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, March 9, 


KE left Mare Island, Jan. 7, at mid- 
night, and there was much excile- 
ment. AS We passed through ihe 


ien Gate the Hartford was saluted by 
a French and an English ship. ‘The Hart- 
ford returned the saiute. We left dan 
Francisco, Jan. 10, atl p.m. We had hard- 
ly been at sea two hours when the deck 
was strewn with seasick boys. It was fun 
to wateh them, but I did not know that 
I, too, would soon be in the same fix. At 4 
o'clock I took sick. I was just calling to 
the fellows heaving up when suddenly l 
felt my head getting as big as a beer bar- 
rei, and ail I could see was a gang of fel- 
lows leaning over the rail or lying. on the 
deck. 

i was sick three days. Laid on the spar 
Geck most of the time. I ats nothing and 
slept very little. I could not think of sleep- 
ing in my hammock, for when 1 started to 
lash it up I could feel my head going 
around, and I always returned to the rail. 

Some of’ the boys were sick two weeks. 
My first meal, after three days, comsisted 
of turnips. After I ate them I was all 
right. 

We “crossed the line” Jan. 30. You know 
how sailors celebrate this. My experience 
I shall not forget in a hurry. 

On the night before, our ship was hailed. 
We were commanded to heave to and asked 
the name of the ship and where we were 
bound far, and the name of the ship’s com- 
mander. We answered ail these questions, 
and this is what we heard: 

“In the name of Neptune, god of the sea, 
I command you to receive the mail for his

Here 
is the certificate I received. 

There was one sailor who had sailed for 20 
and that was the first time he had 
crossed the line. 

After a voyage of M days we stopped at 
the Island of Juan Fernandez, where Rob-

inson Crusoe lived. It is a small place 
Its inhabitants are % in number. They 
huve no money. They get everything by 
trading. There is plenty of fruit. The 
place is overrun with wild goats, hogs and 
horses. The only animals that are not 
wiid are cows. 

This island is a place where few have 
been, and it is very seldom that the natives 
ever see & white man. They know nothing 
af the outside world. I am glad of my ex- 
perience. 

At last we reached Valparaiso, Chill 
There are ten or twelve Chihan men-o’- 
war, one British man-o’-war and two 
American men-o’-war in the harbor. 
‘Twenty-two guns were fired in honor of the 
Chilian admiral, and the salute was re- 
turned by all the vessels in the harbor. 

The Chilian ravy consists of about twelve 
ships. They are mostly al gunboats. Her 
fiagship, the O'Higgins, is about the size 
of our ship, the New York. This flagship 
was named in honor of an Irishman, who 
heiped the Chillans in one of their wars. 

I was On liberty yesterday. There were 
quite a number of English jackies on shore. 
I like them very much and am sarry they 
are leaving to-day. They are going to 
Callao. Peru, The boys told us of how 
have to serve 15 years. Many of them 
prefer the American navy, and would ship 
over in it if they only could. The English 
officers are soMewhat strict. The English 
jackies rise at 4:30 am. We rise at 5. 

We work from 6 a. m. to 9a. m. Then we 
are through for the day, except Saturdays, 
when we work until 12 c’clock. While we 
are in port we have to werk much harder, 
coaling the ship, holystoning the decks and 
scrubbing the paint, while at sea we only 
stand our watches. 

I must tell you semething of these peo- 
ple. They carry bushel baskets of fruits, 
vegetables, etc., on their heads, and they 
will rob you if they can. The chaplain told 
us the Chillan women were pretty, but I 
ado not think so, 

They have wamen conductors on the 
street cars, which are about the size of the 
old Jefferson avenue “bobtails’” they used 
to have in St. Louis. The women here dress 
like other women, Dut in very poor style. 
You go up to the tap of the cars by a smell 
flight of stairs, where you pay 56 cents. 

>ownstairyY it costs only 8 cents of our 
money to ride. 

The money Lere {s not worth half as much 
as ours. In this money you get $16 for $% 
of ours, and 3% cents of our money is 
worth §0 cents of this. But, then, every- 
thing is very dear hera A meal, which 
would cost you 3% certs tn St. Louls, costs 
95 cents here. A glass of beer here gells 
for 2 cents, but I'll quit before I'll pay 
that. 

I don’t like this place at all. 

We were at sea 4 days and saw only two 
ships. We had one storm, but it was not 
a bad one. 

We leave for Uruguay March 16, and I 
shouldn't be surprised if we have some 
reugh weather ahead of us, rounding Cape 
Horn, We will coal at. Montevideo, Ura- 
guay. 

We will go through the Straits of Magel- 
lan and then to the East Indies. The cap- 
tain hopes to reach Norfolk in July. This 
has been a@ very pleasnt trip.

Frank Shepherd, a St. Louisan Now Serving 


as Clerk of Co. M, 


Writes a Compre- 


hensive, Lucid Account of Experi- 
ences in Luzon, the Country, 


Its People, 


Their Habits 


and Capabilities. 


RANK SHEPHERD of St. Lueauiis, 
clerk of Company M of the Sixteenth 
Infantry, U. 8 A. (regulars), started 
eut to write “the most complete article by 
@ soldier concerning conditions in the Phil- 


ippines,” 

This letter reached St. Louls last Wednes- 
Gay moring. It was dated Feb. 17. In the 
game mail were received four other letters 
from the Philippines, one of them dated 


Aprtl 2. 

This is accounted for partly by the fact 
that Mr. Shepherd's letter was sent 175 miles 
by @ courier to reach a eteamer, and, sec- 
ondly, by the fact that all mail is not sent 
directly on government transports, but is 
earrie’ by other veasela, is liable to be car- 
wied around from port te port and un- 
feaded at the will of the crew. Some of the 
mail that never reaches its destination may 
be acoounted for by the fact that in some 
of these ships the mailbags ere rified by 
the crews. A ietter mailed in the Phillp- 


pines—particularly in the northern part, 
Where unsettled ocomiitions prevall—may 
reach 86t. Louis in alx weeks and four days, 
ase in the case of the letter of April 21, or it 
may require 16 weeks and four days, as in 
the case of Mr. Shepherd's letter. 

Mr. Shepherd's brother, John C, Shep- 
herd As agent for the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
poed at Labaddie, Mo. 

The Third Battalion, with which the 
writer is connected, is stationed at Cordon, 
Isabela Province, Island af Luzon—a dis- 
trict which, until the first of this year, had 
mever been traversed by a white soldier, and 
by very few white men. Here is Mr. -Shep- 
herd’'s letter: 


Waist Deep in Mud. 


EN ROUTD TO BAYOMBONG, 
Prevince of Isabella, 
Feb. 17, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Sunday Post- 

Dispatch. 

éé BD arrived in Manila harbor June 

27, 18998. On account of severe 

typhoons we were unable to 
Jand until July 1. We marched through Ma- 
nila about two miles to Malata Barracks. 
We apent July 4 there. The next day we 
were ordered out on the firing line. Our reg- 
iment extended on a line from the Deposito 
almost clear around Manila to Caloocan, 
our regimental beadquarters, about four 
miles out. 

“The rainy season had then set in. 
*°* * © We were generally knee deep in 
water, forced to swim numerous streams, 
ewollen to many times their natural size, 
in order to reach our outposts. We were 
compelled to sleep with our shoes on, and 
with gun and belt near at hand, on account 
of being fired upon nightly by the enemy. 
Many times after being fired upon once or 
twice by the FPilipinos—who immediately 
sought safety in flight—have we gone out 
looking for them in the darkness and rain, 
Struggling through rice paddies, ditches and 
old intrenchments, waist deep in mud and 
Water, generally to come back disgusted 
with the whole business, emptyhanded. 
These were a few features of warfare, not 
in the least encouraging, with which we 
bad to contend. But our boys stoad it he- 
poically, without a murmur. 

“Aug. 4 the Sixteenth Infantry with Col. 
Hood in command took charge of the Ma- 
mila & Dagupan Railway, the only railroad 
on the island. It is about 160 miles long and 
extends between Manila and Dagupan. 

“The Americans at this time had cap- 
tured only 86 miles of this road, extending 
from Manila to San Fernando, One train, 
heavily armed, made one round trip each 
gay. Our regiment was scattered along the 
railway between these points, assigned toa 
the arduous duty of guarding the bridges, 
the tracks and the telegraph wires. A de- 
tachment from each company patrolled the 
track day and night, in addition to a reg- 
wlar guard, which remained constantly at 
each bridge. Hardly a night passed that 
these guards and patrols were not fired 
upon. 

"This was the meanest kind of warfare 
imaginable. We could never get the enemy 
to make a stand, unless in superior force, 
perhaps five to aur one, and then only for 
@ short time. ‘The smaller bodics which 
fired upon us in the darkness would retreat 
immediately, hiding their guns, ammunt- 
tion, bolos and soldier clothing Wihlie on 
the run, and don a suit of pure white, 
Sisting of pants and a shirt, with the tail 
Worn outside, 


“Often we have run 
Short time after we have been fired upon, 
Whom we were firmly convinced Were our 
SQssallants; but since they Wore tite wile 
Clothing which denotes the ‘amigo’ or 
friendly native, we could not upon 
them, much to our chagrin. 

“Our company, M, toak station at Lalom- 
boy Convent, 18 miles from Manila, Aug. 4. 
On Sept. 13 we received secret information 
that the enemy were eathering in large 
numbers at three villages a short distance 
from the railroad near Manila, with tlre in- 
tention of blowing up a train. 

“As the paymaster’s train was due to go 
through the following marning, Company 
M, commanded by Capt. W. A. Thurston, 
started out on a mout at 3 o'clock on the 
morning of Sept. 14, with the intention of 
arresting e@veryone in these villages and 
Making @ thorough search for arms and 
ammunition and a few small cannon they 
were reported to have concealed. 

“We had just crossed the Mariloa Rall- 
road bridge when we were fired upon from 
Gense bamboo thickets on each side of the 
track by @ large tlumber of the enemy, at 
@ distance of not more than W feet. We 
were given orders to fire into the thickets 
On both sides, and this we did repeatedly. 
Then we rested on our arms till daylight, 
in order to make a@ thorough search. 

“Before daylight one of our men diseov- 
ered an attempt to wreck the train.-In a 
deep hole between the ties, only partially 
covered, was @ cannon shell, 21 inches long 
and #ix inches in diameter, encased in a 
wooden box ami arranged with a hammer 
and trigger, ail capped, cocked and ready 
to Gred. Attached to the trigger was a

the woods directly west of the track. 

“‘Nolise had been heard in these woods and 
& valley fired there only 2 minutes before 
the machine was discovered. After daylight 
nothing was found but a few uniforms, hats 
and trails of blood. Our arrival surely saved 
the pay train. 

“A few nights before this a small band of 
men was fired upon while patrolling the 
track three miles to the north. In place of 
retreating, this handful of resolute Amer: 
icans laid flat down in the center of the 
track and held their ground till we rein- 
forced them. A few volleys soon settled the 
Filipinos. 

“When it became daylight, everything was 
‘amigo,’ encased in white. But we found 
one of their dead, whom they overiooked. 
This man, whom we recognized, was lying 
in a ditch by the side of the track, directly 
in front of his own home, dressed in the 
Filipino soldier’s regulation uniform. Many 
of the boys knew him and had always sup- 
posed that he was a friend of the Ameri- 
cans. 

“I simply mention these two little skir- 
mishes to give you an idea of the sort of 
treachery with which we have to cantend. 
We were never attacked in the daytime. 

“Nov. 26 my company was detached from 
railway duty and stationed at Bulacan, 
capital of Bulacan Province. It has a pop- 
ulation of 60,000 and is the largest town in 
the province, with the exception of Ma- 
nila, 26 miles away. 


Establishing Government. 

“Our mission at Bulacan was to establish 
@ military government, with a view to civil 
government. We were the first United 

states troops stationed there, and natural- 
ly supposed we would have a great deal of 
trouble, as this was the home of the Pilar 
family, three of whom were officials in 
Aguinaldo’s army. Gen. Pio de] Pilar was 
one of his favorite commanders. 

“‘Aguinaldo obtained three times as many 
soldiers here as he did at any other point. 

“It was, as we expected, an insurgent 
hotbed, but under the firm and wise guid- 
ance of Capt. W. H. Thurston we made 
friends with them and our little force was 
not molested. 

“During this time 6000 Insurgents, under 
Gen. Pio del Pilar, were scattered all over 
Bulacan Province, in bands of from 2 to 
20 men. They were committing various 
depredations and causing much trouble te 
the troops guarding the railway. 

“Accordingly, on Dec. 3, a detachment 
from each company of the Sixteenth Regi- 
ment, accompanied by two batteries of the 
Third Artillery, commanded by Gen. Law- 
ton and Col. Hood—the Second Provisional 
Battalion, of which my company was a 
member, being commanded by Capt. Thurs- 
ton—started out to clean them up or run 
them into the mountains. 

“We had not been out two hours before 
we were into a skirmish, and this program 
was kept up for 14 days. Three days, Dec. 
6—8, were consumed in a continuous run- 
ning fight. One of the boys described it 
thus: ‘You couldn't look anywhere with- 
out seeing a nigger in the air.’ 

“Many were the funny expressions by the 
men when a Filipino would stick up ris 
head when we had them on the run. Some 
of them were like this: 

**Here goes, you bloke! 
you on the railroad,’ 

““Take this nigger! I guess you won't 
bother my dreams any more.’ 

““T'll just hand you this. I guess Aggie 
has forgotten all about you.’ 

“Very few were killed -or wounded 
our side, but a large number of the enemy 
were. We will never know how many; we 
had no time to stop and bury them. 

“I have an idea that this taught 
the Filipina something of the 
obstinacy and sprinting powers of 
American soldier which he will not 
forget. Though most of our men came back 
shoeless, they were none the worse for wear, 
and their spirits were up to the 1 noich. 

“Too much praise cannot given to the

“On the night of Dec. 
Manila Bay and the China Sea for Aparri, 
I’. 1l., @ distance of 70 miles around the 
coast. We ate our Christmas dinner, cun- 
sisting of hardtack and bacon, on the Cnina 
Sea. We arrrived at Aparri Dec. 28. The 
first batallion, regimental headquarters and 
the band landed there. The second and 
third batallions proceeded up the Cagayan 
River a few miles and landed at Lal-ioc. 
We unloaded our cargo there and campedy 
awaiting transportation, until the morning 
of Jan. 3, 1900, preparatory to our trip up 
the Cagayan River to Bayombong, the cap- 
ital of Neuva-Vizcaya Province, a distance 
of 200 milea which will be the headquarters 
of our batallion, the Third. 

“This, we find, is the center of the richest 
tobacco producing country in the world, 
both as to quantity and quality. No other 
staple is grown in either of these provinces, 
except coffee, 
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“On the other side af the Cagayan Moun- 
tains, which run north and south, dividing 
the island, and in the provinces around 
Manila, which are callled the lowlands, the 
natives raise rice almost exclusively. One 
section depends upon the other for its chief 
staples. The port of Aparri being the key 
to the northern part of the island, and it 
being almost impossible to transport goods 
across the mountains, on acccount of the 
proximity of American troops, these people 
were rendered almost helpless, since the 
interchange of products was denied them. 

“We found American gunboats in 
the harbor, Which farmed the blockade, 
and were informed that there had no 
shippping since long before the Dewey bat- 
Manila Bay. The port had been 
closed before that time by the Spanish au- 
thorities. Hence the warm welcome given 
everywhere, as our entry Iinto~-a port 
or commonwealth enables the inhabitants 
to resume their former pursuits, with a 
larger demand far the products from an en- 
eid, With ample protection from 
States. 
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Natives Tired of War. 


“The majority of the people in this sec- 
tion are tired of the war. They claim they 
have never had much faith in Aguinaldo 
who is a Tagalo. These people, who are of 
the Cagayan tribe, are more civilized, pol- 
ished, industrious and peaweable than the 
Tagalos, with wham they were never on 
very good terms, and who speak a different 
languag¢e. Spanish oppression was the 
cause of their joining the Tagalos against 
the mother country. 

“The native robbers are very numerous. 
They make their raids af night, torturing 
or Killing the inhabitants for their money 
or valuables, driving off their herds of 
stock and taking almost everything mov- 
able. 

“Another cause of great fear to the na- 
tives are the Igerritos, a tribe of savages 
In the mountains known as Headmen. They 
are powerfully built, flerce and wear bushy 
hair and no clothing, except, sometimes, a 
breech clout. They descend from the moun- 
tains on swift horses, armed principally 
with spears and poisoned arrows. | They 
murder amd steal. They are cannibals. ina 
way, they cut off the head of a human 
be'ng and suck the blood. They do not eat 
the flesh, however, I am informed. 

“There is a tribe of cannibals here. but 
we have not yet reached their territary, 

“We left Cal-loc Jan. 3 Our supplies 
were loaded cascoes, large boats 
ered With bamboo, pushed by natives with 
long spiked poles. Each !@at requires at 
least five men. 

“Each cascoe draws from two to three 
feet of water and holds several] tans. Thir- 
ty-six were required for our supplies. Each 
boat contains a small stateroom at one 
end, where the Swner and his family live. 
She average apeed of a cascoe isthwo miles 
an hour. 

“The Second Battalion, consisting of 
campanies E, F, G and H, were two days 
ahead of us. Their destination was Tug- 
vuergarao. 

“On the first day our fleet of cascoes 
was propelied @ miles up the river by 
means of a stern-wheel steamer, which 
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Our adopted brothers and sisters 


River steamboat. Then our troubles com- 
menced. The Cagayan river Is a good deal 
like the Missouri, being full of sandbars. 
Some days we would make 7 or 8 miles, 
while on others our progress would be lim- 
ited to one or two, lying for seven or eight 
hours high and dry on a sandbar. 

“At Elegan we passed the last station of 
the Secand Battalion. Each of the three 
battalions has its headquarters at the cap- 
ital of one of the three provinces, but each 
battalion is divided into companies and de; 
tachments and scattered throughout the 
province. 

“We left our sternwheeler at Elegan, on 
account of shallow water, and commenced 
our lanely journey through a country never 
before traversed by a white soldier. 

“Then our real trouble commenced. As 
we progressed up the river the water be- 
came more and more shallow and the rapids 
flercer and more numerous, Until we had to 
abandon the larger cascoes. Then we 
waited, like the pirates we were, to catch 
a cascoe golng ar coming, unload its cargo 
at the first landing and then, with the as- 
sistance of three or four Krag-Jorgensens 
and a determined look, press its owner and 
crew into the service of their future great 
big Uncle—the United States government. 
In this manner our cargo was at last re- 
loaded. 

“The men took to the share, two compa- 
nies on either side of the river, and we 
Started with our fleet manned by 600 of the 
ugliest devils that were ever brought to- 
gether, with acarcely a vestiee of clothing. 

“After many days and nights of pulling, 
hauling and shoving over rapids, we landed 
at a place called Camarag. While the fleet 
was being pulled and hauled up the river 
we soldiers were marching near the 
shores as possible, as a guard, struggling 
through ravines and canyans, 
wading or swimming streams, a hardy, 
happy-go-lucky set of fellows, sleeping 
wherever anything like a dry spot could be 
found. Occasionally we had a little scrap, 
Which served to keep our spirits up. 

“Finally the limit of navigation 
was reached, and we unloaded our cargo 
and awalied developments. They came and 
came quickly. The arder was given to 
vide the battalion 
charge of a noncommissioned officer, and 
start off in different directions to scour the 
country for any available means of trans- 
portation to enable us to continue our jour- 
ney overland, 


~ Soldiers Go Foraging. 

“Then came a display of the American's 
propensity for getting what he wants with- 
out as much as ‘by your leave, sir.’ After 
one day's foraging we had 20 bull carri- 
bous with sleds, pressed into service at the 
point of a gun. Each animal and native had 
to be guarded closely, as they would make

“The battalion was divided, two compa- 
mies going ahead to guard the property as 
it was sent on. The carribous had to make 
three trips befgre all the property could be 
transferred from one town to another, Con- 
sequently we lost five or six days at each 
town. 

“As we progressed farther into the coun- 
try the towns became more desolate and the

natives more aggressive and insolent, cam- 
pelling us to use force to obtain respect and 
correct information to lead us in the right 
direction. The butt of a rifle was often nec- 
essary, and then everything was plain sail- 
ing. We had to treat the natives in the in- 
terior like dogs; otherwise we could have 
dane nothing with them. They have been 
accustomed to Spanish rule; and, from all 
reports, the Spanish would ride into a 
town, kill two or three natives and then 
make known their wants. Their request 
would be complied with immediately. 

“The Americans started in to treat these 
natives like white people. As a consequence, 
until taught better, they thought we feared 
them. They are like some of our negroes— 
give them an inch and they will take a 
mile, 


Scenes in Northern Luzon. 

“Four days ago we pulled into this town 
of Cordon, and here we are likely to 
main for some time, unless we can capture 
enough ponies to form a pack train. It will 
take about WN, 

‘“‘Bayombong, our destination, only 
miles from here, but it might well 
10,000, as far as aur cargo is concerned. The 
Grande de la Pumpanga Mountains, in the 
foothills of which we are now Festing, sep- 
arate us from our destination, the only 
means of travel being narrow and danger- 
Here we had to dismiss our 
caribou and sled train, is Impossible 
for them to cross the mountains. 

“In every town, large or small, we pass 
through we find a Catholic Church, always 
an immense structure, with a large con- 
vent or school building attached or in close 
proximity-—a great to the dwell- 
ings. 

“These churches and kindred buildings 
are built of stone. Many of the walls 
from six to ten feet thick. The churches in- 
side are very richly finished with mahagany 
and with a costly altar, statuary, etc 
There are no chairs or The Filipino 
uses neither.

“The Filipino is a great church-gver, 
tending nearly every day in 
week. 125 holidays a 
year, of service alt- 
tached. 

“You will elways find a native priest of- 
ficilating. The Spanish padre is found only 
in the neighborhood of Manila. 

“Upon our arrival in a town 
take possession of these bulidings for 
offices and sleeping quarters, being very 
careful to see that nothing is molested. My 
office at present is the very fine altar of the 
church of this town, where 1 do our clerical 
work. 

“The church has its good points, In that 
it has worked wonders in the civilization 
and education of the native. lt also has its 
bad points, some of Which are keeping the 
Filipino in almost abject poverty by levy- 
ing an exorbitant tax on everything he pos- 
sesses or raises. The church under Spanish 
rule dominated everything, even the gov- 
ernment. 

“In the rear of the church you will in- 
variably find a cemetery—a small plot of

ten feet thick. 

“This wall, which is, in fact, a contin- 
uous vault, is full of holes just large enough 
to admit a coffin. After a coffin has been 
placed in one of these holes, the entrance 
is filled with broken stone and plastered 
Over with cement. Upon this a marble slab 
with a Spanish inscription is placed. 

“This {9 the burial place of the wealthy. 
These vaults are owned by the chureh and 
leased to the relatives of the deceased, but 
never sold. Upon the termination of a lease, 
60 days’ notice is given. If at the end of 
that time nothing is paid, the man in charge 
pulls the casket out of its resting place and 
dumps the contents into a large vat or hole 
used for that purpose. In case that is full, 
he scatters them promiscuously over the 
ground. The vault is then made ready for 
the reception of another body. 

“Those who cannot afford this method af 
burial are dumped into a shallow grave in 
another part of the grounds, This class of 
people cannot afford to buy a coffin in 
which to bury their dead, but rent one af 
the many owned by the church for that pur- 
pose. Bringing the body to the edge of the 
grave, wrapped in a matting made of ba- 
nana bark, bamboo or cocoanut fiber, {t ts 
lifted from the coffin Into the grave. 5ome- 
times it has ta be shoved in, the hole being 
a foot too short. There is no box 
inside to receive the body, and sometimes 
the grave is half full of water. The grave 
is then carelessly filled, probably to be dug 
open by half-starved dogs (whieh are more 
numerous here than Chinamen In Hop Al- 
ley, St. Louis, and a to this coun- 
try), exposing the body for several days, 
until it is devoured. 

“Such graves are seldom, tf ever, marked, 
The ground is used again and agatn for the 
same purpose,

“The Filipino is quick to imitate, and, in 
he very shrewd Hie ig an in- 
liar, looking you straight In the 
eve uttering a falsehood without a 
change expression, 

“But he is slow to grasp the large idea, 
the American plan of duing business. You 
can buy from him much cheaper in e#mall 
quantities than in large. 

¢ ‘Doot-legging’ is second nature to these 
peaple. They manufacture a drink out of 
th¢ nipa plant called vino. It tastes iike 
absinthe. After eix or eight drinks it goes 
head, and the drinker becomes in- 
toxicated without a moment's warning. I 
have seen eFoldiers perfec lly insane from its 
vse. For this reason Mest commanders 
forbid its sale, threatoning the vender with 
arrest and imprisonment. But this does 
not disturb Mr. Filipino in the least. He 
selis it Just the same. He is a " cuss!

“They prefer small money to large, and 
will give more for $1 if # is in 5 and 10- 
cent pieces. They don't like to give change, 


and seldom do it. 
“The Filipino never used a bank for his 


money. He buries it. 

“Of the two sexes the women are more 
industrious. It is na uncommon sight to see 
her in a field doing the work of a man. 

“Both sexes, from the cradie up, are 
elaves to the tobacco habit. They smoke 
almost incessantly, but seldom chew. The 
men smoke either cigarettes or cigars the 
size of ours. Each family usually manufac- 
tures its own supply. The women, strange 
to say, manufacture for their use a cigar 
from 12 to 15 inches in length and an inch 
or an inch and a half in diameter. A Wo- 
man starts in on a fresh cigar each morn- 
ing, and this lasts her all day. It Is no un- 
common thing to see a child two jears 
old with a huge cigar in its mouth. 

‘The Filipino is noted for his invariable 
neatness in dress. His clothes are snow 
white and starched; but his feet—they are 
ugly, wide, bare, very wide and webbed, 
like a duck’s. Only the better class wear 
shoes. Very few, even women, wear stock- 


ings. 

“Their shoes are mado of wood or fancy 
velvet with no heels and held wn the feet 
only by a cloth band at the toe. On this 
account they walk with a shuffling gait. 
They always kick off thelr shoes before €R- 
tering a house. 

‘They are inveterate beggars and fat- 
terers. If they take a fancy to any arUcie 
you possess they will tantalize you day and 
night, all the time using Mattery, unul you 
finally get tired ana glve it Up.

The young Empcror, who, it {fs 
claimed, is not her son, has been isolated be- 
cause he took up the arguments of the Re- 
ftermers and listened to the sage of Canton, 
Kang Yu-Wei, and issued edicts looking to 
the opening of Chinese to foreign 
trade and to general education. The Em- 
press dowager fcresaw that the Emperor 
wanted too many reforms at once, and that 
the people could not fcliow him. He alsa 
neglected to make friends with the army, 
and so, in September, 1898, when the Em- 
press dowager seized the reins of govern- 
ment, the Emperor was He had 
netther the people nor the army to support 
him. His pseudo-mother had both. The 
pendulum swung slowly backward, and the 
aqowager encouraged the people in reviving 
hatred of foreleners and foreign customs. 
The “Boxers,”’ therefore, represent the 
power of ancient and modern China. 

In the meantime half a dozen of the lead- 
ing performers and advisers of the bm- 
peror have been beheaded and Kang Yu- 
Wel had to flee the country with the price 
of $10,000 offered for his head, 

Then the powers of Europe came knock- 
ing at the doors of China. Warships from 
Russia, Great Britain, France and Germany 
began to eather, and at last the warships of 
the United States. If the old Chinese hulk 
were going to pieces, each country Was 
present to see the last of it and perhaps 
enter into the general division. 

This was the opportune time for the Box- 
ers. They took advantage of the almost 
universal hatred of foreigners and the sym- 
pathy of the reigning power and started 
on a career of bloodshed that Included rob- 
bery. plilage and promiscuous slaughter. 

There are thousands of idle coolles in ev- 
ery populated center, says ex-Consul Wild- 
man of Hong Kong, who stand ready to 
join any movement which offers them em- 
ployment either of a legitimate or criminal 
kind. The waterways of the emplire are in- 
fested with pirates and banditt! who swoop 
down wpon inoffensive merehantmen, kill, 
and plunder and hie themselves back into 
the mountain fastnesses. These gangs and 
organizations exist throughout China, and 
their practices are winked at by the local 
officials who profit by the crimes. It is, 
therefore, not a perilous undertaking fora 
class or sect of Chinese to band themselves 
together in ostensible defiance of local au- 
thority. 

These organizations, Including the Box- 
ers, bave adopted methods and modes not 
unlike the Freemasons. They are divided 
inte lodges and have common signs and 
Passwords known only to themselves, have 
certain methods of Intetrogating each other 
and recognizing peculiar manners in placing 
cups and dishes at the table; of wearing 
thelr garments and of saluting each other. 
They hold their meetings wsually in se- 
cluded places in the dead of night and 
Graw biload from their bodies, mixing it 
with water and pledging each other to oaihs 
of vengeance against their enemies, The 
Poxers have adopted a flag bearing the 
motto “Hising Ch'ing Mieh Tang,’ meaning 
“l'p with the Ching dynasty and down with 
the foreigner.” 

Among thelr numerous supresititions the 
Boxers believe that when they have drunk 
af each other's blood they become  itn- 
mortal, and that no injury can come to 
them frem external sources. To prove this 
they hack themselves up, stick daggers in- 
¢o their armas, legs and bodies, and tell 
the wondering outsider that the torture is 
not painful. They are very careful, hoy- 
ever, to avoid injury to any vital organs, 
but cut themselves in the fleshy parts of 
their bodies and revel in passing among the 
people bespotted and begrimed with their 
own blood.

Rev. Dr. Sears gave some interesting 
facts concerning the riots in China. He left 
that country only two months ago and was, 
therefore, painfully familiar with the do- 
ings and progress uf the murderous war 
made upon the foreigners. 

“The Boxers,’’ Dr. Sears sald, “have a 
name which in English signifies ‘Long Knife 
Men.’ The soclety ts anti-foreign. There is 
apparentiy no personal animosity against 
the missionaries, nor the work of the mis- 
sions, but the missionaries are fore gners, 
and hence subject to ill-treatment and per- 
death along with the foreign mer- 
chant and tradesman. 


“The bloody work of the Boxers has the 
tacit backing of the Empress dowager. 
The reform movement, begun under foreign 
inuflence, was distasteful to most of the 
people, and the Boxers took advantage of 
that sentiment to organize and to openly 
plunder and kill. The Chinese populace are 
not especially afraid of the Boxers, with 
whom they sympathize to some extent, be- 
cause of the common enmity against for- 
eigners, but some of the bands do not dis- 
criminate, and hence I saw many Chinese 
in Chee Foo who were fleeing for safety. ‘lhe 
disturbances were about 30 miles west of 
our misison and hence I had no direct ex- 
perience with them. The Chinese are afraid 
of any and all uprisings. The results are so 
promiscuous and indiscriminate that they 
do not stop to inquire whether the uprising 
is on their side or not. It is dangerous to 
wait and see,

The picture of Dr. Sears and Gen. Sen 
Wan Lin, reproduced ta today’s Post-Dis- 
patch, shows the character of the friend- 
ship between the Missouri minister and the 
Chinese general.

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HERE is no longer any doubt about 
the fact that mosquitoes spread ma- 
laria. The only redeeming feature 

about this fact is that It is not the ordinary 
mosquito which we know, of the genus Cu- 
lex, but another variety, the genus Ano- 


rheles. This fact was demonstrated by the 


Major Ross Expedition to Sierra Leone, on 


the western coast of Africa, last summer.

season. They were sent out by the Liver- 
pcol School of Tropical Medicine and Medi- 
cal Parasiotology. With him were E. E. 
Austin and Dr. H. BW. Annett. Their re- 
port has just been published. 

In this report they say that the common 
mosquito or gnat, as scientists prefer to 
call this insect, is probably not guilty of 
spreading the germs of malaria. All the 
fault lies with his two brothers, the Ano- 
pheles Costalis and Anopheles Funcstus. 

A striking difference between the com- 
mon Culex, and the disease-breeding Ano- 
pheles—a difference which can be per- 
ceived at a glance—is the attitude adopted 
by these insects when seated on a wail. 
The Anopheles stancs «n its head, with 
the point of its tail projecting outward, 
while the Culex keeps its body parallel to

even a little toward the wall. The head and 
thorax of Anopheles are comparatively 
small, and the proboscis looks like a long 
thick beak. Culex Ras a thick ungainly 
thorax, ania thin, bare proboscis. The ap- 
pearance of Anopheles suggests that it can 
fiy further and faster than Culex. The 
wings of Anopheles are spotted along the 
front edge, while those of Culex usually 
are plain. 

The common mosquito breeds mostly in 
water which stands around the house. The 
disease-infecting gnat treeds in small per- 
manent pools not lable to be wa out, 
and its larve are not found in vessels, tem- 
porary pools, pools liable to be washed out 
by rains, large collections of water or/run- 
nivg streams. The Anopheles need blood 
for the propogation of their species. After 
each meal of blood, whether from antmals, 
| birds or men, the female Anopheles returns 
/to the nearest suitable pool to lay her exgs,

In the fleld Lieut, Ralston’ was no‘less sanguine 
than his hopeful young wife. Through the terrl- 
ble days, when the army was marching toward 
Santiago, he was, as ever, the life and inspiration 
of the regiment.

When the reg- 
iment comes home she may be stronger, and per- 
haps, even then, it may be possible to keep it from 
her. None of the men wiljl tell.” ‘ 

It was not hard to keep it from her. She was 
#0 unsuspecting, so secure in her great pride and 
faith. If her friends at the post talked less of 
him, she talked more. - She would not have his 
deeds forgotten so soon while she had a tongue 
to voice them. The slight constraint with which 
her words were met seemed to her a littie touch 
of envy, perhaps, felt on account of some brave 
fighter whose record had not met so prompt and 
coumplete a recognition. 


And so she talked to Sergt. O’Grady’s wife, and 
the Irish woman listened with bent head and wet 
eyes and replied with a tact and sympathy which 
women of higher caste would scarce have het- 
tered. It was not easy to have Mike deprived of 
any of his share of honor—dbut Mrs. Ralston was 
speaking, and Mrs. Ralson was the 
wicowed charge of the post. 

The situation when the regiment came home in 
September was a difficult one. Put the men were 
warned by their wives, and the honest, ga:iant fe'- 
lows consented to keep the secret. She wag the 
bravest of the brave. Why kill her because her 
husband was a coward? They had dumped Ral- 
ston without ceremony into as hastily made and 
shallow a grave as bare humanity would permit. 
It was not easy to give a dramatic story of the 
burial, but they did it somehow, though they 
could not meet the eyes of the widow as they told 
it to her. As the days passed, however, and they 
saw the results of her ministrations at the post 
and heard of her unselfish efforts to heip their 
wives and families, they improved in their irk- 
geome role of lesser comrades of a dead hero. 
Mrs. Ralston wanted the detallied account of every 


look, every word, every act of Herbert's, and they: 


gave it to her with what generous mendacity they 
could command. 

In this reminiscence of the earlier days at the 
front. even the bitterness against Ralston himse!f 
began to die out. It could not live long in fhe 
face of his widow's beautiful love and trust and 
among the thoughts of the time when he had been 
so dear to them all. Perhaps it had been insanity— 
poor earthborn servant of charity! But the deli- 
care shoots of pity and regret for him that be- 
gan to push up through the crust of contempt 
which had been formed about his memory were 
chilled by a sudden frost. ! 

President McKinley announced that the hodies 
of American soldiers would be brought home In 
all cases where their families wished this to he 
done.

The decision created consternation at the post. 
Men who had until now aided the kindly deerp- 
tion announced firmly to their wives that here they 
drew the line. GSergt. O'Grady was especialy 
intolerant on this point. His disgust drove him 
to deep potations.

SOLITAIRE IS THE GANE OF MORGAN AND VANDERBILT. 


NEW YORK, June 8.

PIERPONT MORGAN Is the Amert- 
J can king of finance. He has carried 

e through more big deals than any 
other new world capitalist. His name is @ 
talisman with which toa conjure millions, 
As the dominating spirit of 23 great cor- 
porations, he controls not millions but bil- 
lions of dollars. 

Most of Mr. Morgan's m®ney Las been 
madie in reorxanizing—or, as a Wall street 
wit once said, “re-Morganizing’’—rallroad 
properties which had become demoralized. 

Mr. Morgan is a great solitaire player. 
He is sald to play a better game of soll- 
faire than any other man in America. 

Another great player of this one-sided 
game is W. K. Vandervilt. But he ts equal 
to Morgan neither in the scope of his play 
nor in his devotion to the game. 


The closest resemblance exists between 
the mental qualities required tn railroad 
creation and in solitaire playing. It is 
Coubtiess this fect that invests the card 
pames for the financial magnates with such 
a powerful fascination. 

‘“Solitaire,”’ so reads the 4efinition, “is a 
game of cards the object of which its to 
bring together in the order of reguiar se 
quence shuffied or confused cards."’ 

hie-Morganizing a railroad is to bring & 
fron a state of demalition and chaos into 
suc a condition that the dividends on its 
stock are paid handsomely and “in the 
order or regular sequence.” 


In the Union Club, on Twenty-first street 
and Fifth avenue—America’s most exclu- 
sive social arganization—a room is set apart 
exclisively for the use of solitaire playing 
members. This apartment has been dubbed 
the “chamber of silence.”” In it no one 
spexrks above a whisper, and when a game 
is in progress even whispering becomes 
“bad form.” 

Mr. Morgan's favorite resort when in New 
York is the solitaire room. Arriving at the 
Union Club after business hours, brought 
hither by an ordinary hired cab, he sel- 
dom epends any time in the rooms most 
vsed by ordinary members. He has never 
been seen to look out of the club windows 
at ...e throng of gally dressed women saun- 
tering by; but, repairing to the ailent 
chamber, he soon loses himself in his fa- 
yorite pastime. 

Mr. Morgan has been heard to say that 
the reason solitaire appeals to him more 
Firongly than other games is because it 
dees not give one chance to think of any- 
thing else. With most other diversions af 
like nature one's toughts may wander back 
to business or other troubles while his op- 
ponent is playing. In soiitaire there is no 
opponent, and hence no interval for thought 
to stray from the channel in which it has 
been directed. 

When once Mr. Morgan has started play- 
ing he wil! not brook interruption. Rallroad 
stocks may £0 up or down, banking firms 
may fail, cables may bring news of disaster 
—he will know nothing about it until he has 
epent his allotted time at the game. Mr. 
Morgan takes his amusement seriously. Un- 
like Jay Gould, he does not have a atock 
ticker brought to the edge of the trout 
brook. 

Far into many a night Mr. Morgan has 
been known to play, and when he rises 
from the table his mind is ready for the 
financial problems which have had to re- 
main in abeyance while the game has last- 
ed. 


At the Union Club & {ts not an unusval 
sight to see W. K. Vanderbilt and J. Pier- 
pont Morgan seated at adjoining tables in 
the silent room. Vanderbilt. however, is 
more fond of bridge whist than solitaire 

Two kinds of solitaire are played by Van- 
derbiltt and Morgan at the Union Club. One 
is krown as the “Duncan Special,”” a game 
invented by Wifltam Butler Duncan. The 
other is called ‘4-11-44." 

Of the two varieties the “Duncan Spe-

cial” is the more difficult. It is this form 
of which Mr. Morgan is so fond. He likes 
it because it is difficult. The possible com- 
binations are endless. No two games can 
ever present the same problems. These twa 
species of solitaire are played nowhere ex- 
cept in the Union Club. 


W. K. Vanderbilt is the champion bridge 
whist player, of the club. Vanderbilt is a 
great poker player, but as poker is forbid- 
den in the Union Club he plays bridge 
whist as the next best thing. A special 
room and a row of tables are allotted fur 
the playing of this game. 

The tables are ringed in the order of the 
stakes played at them. Vanderbilt always 
sits at the highest table, whereas Morgan, 
who sometimes indulges in whist, never 
plays for high stakes. Though controlling 
as much money as, or perhaps more, than 
Vanderbilt, Morgan is more prudent. A 
medium stake seems to satisfy his ambi- 
tion. No charge is made solitaire players 
at the Union Club, whereas 60 cents a hand 
is charged for participating in other card 
games. A clubman has said that Morgan 
played solitaire to save the §& cents. 

It ts impassible to estimate accurately 
the wealth of either Morgan or Vander- 
bidt. A conservative estimate of Morgan's 
personal assets would be in the neighbor- 
bood of $23.000,000—a small figure as com- 


pared to Rackefeller’s $200,000,000 or W. EL 
Vanderhilt’s $80,000,000. But while Morgan’s 
personal wealth may be comparatively 
small, his control of money its almost un- 
limited. Two hundred million dollars does 
not bezgin to represent his potential money 
power, and some Wall street men have 
placed the sum in ten figures. His potency 
in Wall street is unquestioned. Were he to 
speculate Morgan might become the wealth- 
lest man in the world. He has never been 
a “‘plunger,’’ however; preferring to make 
lis money in disposing of bond issves or re- 
habilitating railroads. The firm of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan & Co., successors to Drexel, 
Morgan & Co., is said to charge from $1,- 
000,000 to $3,000,000 for reorganizing a rall- 
road. The house has connections in Lon- 
don, Paris and all the European centers of 
wealth, and it is better known abroad than 
any other American financial concern. 


Personally Mr. Morgan js a large, broad- 
shouldered man, of medium height. To 
Strangers his manner is brusaue, but to his 
intimate friends he is courteous and affa- 
ble. He is the son of Junius N. Morgan, 
and was born April 13, 1837, being now in 
his 63d year. Mr. Morgan first became 
known in the financial world in 1860 when 
he fought Jay Gould and James Fisk, Jr., 
over the possession of the Albany & Sus- 
quehanna Rallroad. 
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HB® occult force of stage mahatmas, 
or the mysterious power of theatri- 
cal fortune teller, doesn’t appear to 

be so dreadfully mysterious when one 
knows the tricks by which the results are 
accomplished. 

The mahatma goes to a city and remains 
eat the theater a week or two weeks. The 
company, so far as it {is seen on the stage, 
is exceedinly small, comprising not more 
than three or four people. AS a matter 
of fact a dozen people belong to the com- 
pany, and all are reeded to carry out the 
work of entertaining and amazing the au- 
diences. In the mind reading portion of 
the program the chief performer sits on the 
stage with a sheet thrown over her head 
and while in that condition deciphers and 
answers questions written on paper by peo- 
ple in the audience. She is, of course, sup- 
posed to have been placed under a hypnotic 
spell. No connection can be seen between 
the people in the audience and the perform- 


er on the stage

It will turn out to be very rich,” oF 
something like that. The essistant deftly 
slips the original slip of paper into his oth- 
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ings by calling out the name of a person 
and saying that he wants to ask a question 
which has not been written down at all 
— and which the person confesses that he did 
" pepe? Si Geers) want to ask. Again, the most intimate facts 

will be tald about persons in the audience 
to their intense surprise. 

The great problem is to carry back to the 
performer the knowledge of the questions 
asked without being detected. This is dome, 
according to my former constituent, by 
various simple methods. The two principal 
ones are by the use of carbons and by 
passing the questions back to tne stage, 
through the steps leading to the stage or 
some convenient piece of furniture, against 
wich the men wofking in the audience 
lean when they are “resting.” 

When the time comes ta get the question 
several men go into the aud-ence and dis- 
tribute heavy pieces of cardboard about 
an eighth of an inch in thickness and six 
by eight inches in size ‘These are used 
as desks by the people who wish to write. 
A few of these boards have concealed in- 
side of them a piece of carbom and a plece 
of white paper. They are put together so 
carefully that they look just as solid as the 
beards that have no carbon In them, After 
the questions have been written these 
boards are taken back to the stage and 
ripped open and the questions deciphered, 
written in a littie book and put in the 
pocket of the performer under the sheet. 

} Large numbers of people in the audience 
are wary of the boards circulatel by the 
assistants. They write on the backs of 
seats or on business cards or envelapes 
taken from their pockets. Now, if they put 
these questions in their pockets without 
showing them to anybody they will not be 
answered fcr the simple reason that they 
ecanat be. The assistant will manage to 
get the slip of paper, if possible, and will 
‘then do one of two things. He will take the 
reper in his hand, apparentiy tn plain sight 
‘all the time, walk down toward the stage,

er hand, opens it, and the man who wrote 
it ig ready to take his oath that nobody saw 
him write the question, and that it has not 
been out of his sight since he wrote it. 

Another way of dealing with these ques- - 
tions is quite as simple. The assistant 
comes along to a man who has written 
a question and takes the siip. Without ap- 
pearing to read it he handag it back to the 
man saying: “Just hold this, letting no 
one see it until it is answered, but think of 
the question all the time.” At a conven- 
ient time he will go back to his station 
by the runaway, put his hand over the 
crack and the vigilant boy will have the 
question in’ the hands of the performer in 
less time tian It takes to tell it. 

Some people may not write out thetr ques- 
tions and yet may receive an answer. The 
company has a private detective stationed 
in the lobby, taking 4own the names of 
prominent people as they pass in. The ad- 
vance agent and the other employes of the 
show mingle with the pecple, often sitting 
down behind groups of vivacious women 
and listening .to their chatter. One may 
siy: “I am just dying to ask what be- 
came of my ciamond rings, but I don’t like 
to make myeelf conspicuous.” The man 
overhearing the remarks points her out 
to the detective, gets her name, 

The mahatmas recetve hundreds of let- 
ters through the mall from superstitious 
people askirg all manner of questions. 
Women will write. pouring their {nermost 
heart out in these seer letters. When they 
make valuable disclosures ¢he manager 
sends a printed letter, tInclosing compli- 
mentary seats for the performance that 
evening, stating the mail is so heavy all 
the questions cannot be answered by mall, 
but that the question might be answered at 
the theater. The tickets are privately 
marked, so t?} at the mahatma knows when 
her correspondents are in the theater. She 
calls their names and answers their ques 
tions in the usual fertune-teller style. 
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The Welland Canal Job, for Which Three 
Bungling Conspirators Have Recently 
Been Convicted and Sentenced 


to Terms 


a ANADIAN justice has been quick 
and severe in the cases of the dyn- 
amiters who in April last made a 

desperate and partmlly successful effort to 

blow up Look 2&4 of the Welland canal, 
nearly opposite Buffalo, N. Y., and not far 
from Niagara Falls, on the Canada side. 

John Nolan, John Walsh end the man 
who calls himself Karl Tullman, have been 
sentenced to imprisonment in the peniten- 
tlary for iife. 

The two first named actually did the 
work, under the direction of the third, 
whose identity ‘s a mystery. ' 

The Canadian government believes it has 
traced a connection between these men and 
the Clan Na Gael for the plot developed 
Wag bold and cunning, and began in the 
city of Dubla, Ireland. 

The fear is expressed in Canada that if 
the Welland cana! is too well guarded for 
another attemp: to be made upon it with 
any prospects of success the conspirators 
will commit some dynamite outrage in one 
of the large cities of the dominion. There 
fs no reason why they should make the 
Gestruction of the Welland cana! a special 
hostility is to ¢he dominion government 
Object, as it wan only be inferred that their 
iteelf, and that dynamiting a large bulld- 
ing in Toronto or Montreal would sult them 
as well as iynamiting the canal. 

Enough ts known about the conspiracy 
to make it plain that it is splendidly or- 
ganized; that it has clever leaders and 
desperate members in the Clan-na-Gael; 
that it js well provided with funds, and 
that the Welland Canal crime was not its 
sole end, wut only one manifestation of 
the work HM has in hand. 

Waleh te 4 man of 27, who olaimed when 
he wae arrested to be a bartender in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Nolan ts about 85 years old 
and gave his occupation as a machinist. 
The two men, together with John Rowan 
and John Mernagh, the latter of whom 
hag since ‘committed suicide, came to the 
United States from Ireland last Novem- 
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in’ Prison. 


ber. Nolan had been a machinist, working 
in the office of the Irish Times, in Dub- 
lin, while Walsh had been employed by the 
Dublin United Tramways Co. 

Nolan is suspected of having been con- 
cermed in the use of dynamite several times 
before. He is thought to have been the 
principal in the explosion at the National 
Press in Abbey street, Dublin, Oct, 26, 1891, 
of having placed dynamite in the general 
postoffice in Dublin a few months later, and 
of having assisted “Pat” Reid and J. J. 
Boland in the Dublin Castle explosion on 
the last day of that year. Complicity in the 
explosion at the Exchange court detective 
station in Dublin Dec. 2, 1892, Is also charged 
against him. He made several trips to the 
United States after these affairs. 

When Nolan and Walsh and their com- 
panions left Dublin last November their 
tickets were purchased by Fred Allan, the 
secretary of the lord mayor of Dublin, who 
is said to be the recognized head of the 
Clan-na-Gael in that city, and arrangements 
Were at the same time made for the sup- 
port by the ’“executive’ of the members of 
thelr families left behind. 

Shortly after the arrival of the four men 
at New York, Walsh and Nolan, the only 
ones whose history it is necessary to follow 
in this connection, joined the Napper-Tan- 
dy Club, a Clan-na-Gael society, meeting in 
“Tom” Moore's hall, at the corner of Six- 
teenth street and Third avenue. They were 
proposed by John Hand, a sailor. Nolan 
afterward went to Richmond, Va., and se- 
cured employment, and out of his wages for 
a time supported Walsh, who had gone to 
Washington, but had eecured no work. 

About April ll Nolan received a commun!- 
cation from the Napper-Tandy Club, in- 
structing him to join Walsh and accompany 
the latter to Philadelphia, At the Reading 
depot there they were told they would meet 
a certain man. Nolan was to assume the 
name of Smith and Walsh that of Thomas 
Moore. 

They arrived at the Ri wing Station at

The three men 
then boarded the trolley cars and got off 
at Niagara Falls, N. Y. 

There Dullman parted from his two assist- 


Dolphin House, kept by a man named Dol- 
phin, formerly of Dublin. In the meantime 
Dullman had remained at the Rosi Hotel, 
on the Canadian side, but he frequently vis- 
ited the other two at their hotel and went 
about with them in the streets. 

The arrangements thus far had been car- 
ried on with much boldness. Indeed, the

WOMEN MUST NOT 
APPEAL TO GOD. 


HE women of Madagascar are not 
allowed to pray to God. They 
must pray to the devil, as the men 

alone are privileged to address the Great 
Judge, as the Supreme Being is styled,”’ said 
E. H. Low of Norway, who was among the 
missionaries attending the ecumenical! cana- 
ference in New York City, and who was the 
first white man to go to Madagascar as a 
missionary. 

“Girls are given in marriage very young. 
The ceremony consists in smearing the 
front part of the bodies of both the bride 
and groom with the bload of an ox killed 
for the occasion. This ox ts given by the 
groom just as an American would buy a 
license. Madagascans do not buy their 
wives, though they pay for them when the 
women are killed or !njured. If a man 
kills his wife, her father or his representa- 
tive demands 3) oxen and receives them. 
If he injures her in any way he must pay 
15 axen. These two penalties are about the 
only protection a woman has aguinst her 
husband’s cruelty. 

“The parental affection, at least for those 
children who are allowed to live, is beautt- 
ful. They treat them as their most precious 
possessions. But the one whom the priest 
declares is cursed by God is byried alive 
or placed an an ant hill as soo» as its fate 
decided. The instant a child is born 
near relative of the family runs to the 
priest. and acquaints him of the fact. He 
reads the stars, or pretends to, and serds 
back word to the parents whether the child 
fs favored or hated by their God. If bated 
the infant is killed, ag I describe: if fa- 
vored, it ts allowed to live and hecomes the 
object of the greatest solicitude. 

Not until six months after tts birth is the 
mother allowed to stir out of her hut or do 
any work. During that time her husband 
and some of his other wives must work for 
her while she devotes herself ta the care 
of the child. Many of the babies suffer from 
sore eyes, caused by keeping them su long 
in a dusky hut and around a smoky fire. 

“Of course, the women are the slaves of 
the men. That is invariably the case in un- 
civilized countries. Wives plant and gather 
the rice, attend to all household luries and 
weave the cloth. This weaving, by the way. 
is one of the simplest and most ‘nterest- 
ing operations I have ever witnessed. 

‘‘Amone the unenlightened people—I mean 
those wh.) have not come under the in- 
fluence of the missionaries and traders— 
they are never clothed until after death. 
During life they go entirely naked, except 
for grass mats worn around the waists and 
strings of beads and charms worn around 
their necks and bodies. But when they die 
the bodies are often wrapped with as many 
as forty robes, which they call lambas. 
These lambas are like a sheet and are 
woven by the women and lald aside to be 
used as winding sheets. The richer a man 
ia the more lambas he has. They are of 
both silk and cotton. The silk may be any 
color. But you must not Imagine that these 
lambas are used when a woman dies. O, 
no, thev are not wasted on women. Only 
the men are buried In cloth wrappings, but 
the women take great pride in making 
them. When a woman dies she is put away 
with almost no ceremonies, and as soon as 
possible. They do not dig graves, but piace 
the body on the ground and heap up stones 
above it.
